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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 6, lines 5-6, 8 and 14, shouldn't "decoding means" be replaced by "a 
decoder"? line 6, shouldn't "a respective one of or "each of be inserted after "from", 
as each one of said plurality of processing blocks generates a respective output; line 8, 
are the plurality of memories used to store an output of each said "processing blocks"? 
if so, line 9 after "blocks", a limitation such as " each of said memories configured to 
store an output of a corresponding one of said plurality of reception processing blocks" 
should be inserted; line 9, shouldn't "rake combining means" be replaced by "a rake 
combiner"; line 14, the limitation "said received signal having a high priority" with 
respect to what? Since the claim language suggests only one such "received signal" is 
stored in the memories. 

As per claim 14, line 4, shouldn't "one" be replaced by "a plurality " (see similar 
limitations in corresponding claim 6, line 10);line 7, is the "received signal" stored in 
one of the memories? If so, the claim should be amended to state so. Where they 
memory received the signal from? lines 7, shouldn't "decoding means" be replaced by 
"a decoder"? line 8, shouldn't "rake combining means" be replaced by "a rake 
combiner"? line 9, as per the limitation "said received signal having a high priority" see 
comment made in claim 6 for similar limitation; line 9, after "memories, "using said 
decoder" should be inserted; line 1 1 , shouldn't "outputted from said plurality of said 
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reception processing blocks" be replaced by "read out from the memories using said 
decoder"? 

Note that the above amendment is required in order to improved claim language. 
Correction is required.
